a part as the Democrats. 
Mrs. W ilson was almost as inter­ 
esting a figure to the people of the 
middle west as the President and was 
called 
upon 
time 
and 
again 
to 
acknowledge the tributes of cheering 
crowd«. 
Indians H onor “ W h ite C h ief's Squaw .” 


Mr W ilson made two speeches, rode 
at the head of a parade and witness­ 
ed a historical pageant commemorat­ 
ing the sem icentennial of Nebraska’s 
statehood. 
Sioux 
Indians from tin* 
Pine Ridge reservation formed an in 
teresting feature of all 
the 
street 
show. 
They presented Mrs. W ilson 
with a bouquet of roses 
with 
this 
note: “ The Sioux tribes beg to pre­ 
sent this token to tin: 
great 
white 
chief’s squaw.” 
At a noon luncheon, tendered by the 
Omaha Commercial club, there were 
more 
Republicans 
than 
Democrats 
present, due to the fact that the mem­ 
bership of the organization is largely 
Republican. V ictor Rosewater, a mem­ 
ber of the advisory committee of the 
Republican national committee, occu­ 
pied a seat at the President's table 
and frequently led the applause. 
Other guests of distinction w ere- 
Governor John TI. Moorehead of Ne­ 
braska. I'nited States Senator G. M. 
Hitchcock, ex Senator Norris 
Brown 
and former Congressman John L. K en ­ 
nedy, (Republican), who is opposing 
Hitchcock for re-election. 
Republicans May Gain Senator. 
The President received the some­ 
what discouraging 
information 
that 
Kennedy, the Republican, is likely to 
be elected, thus further impairing the 
Democratic m ajority in 
the 
senate 
which is not sufficient to brag about 
now*. 


A m erica M ust Serve W o rld . 


“ The time has come,” said Presi­ 
dent W ilson, speaking, “ when Am en 
ca has had thrust upon tier the neces­ 
sity of serving the world.( That alters 
our commercial problems 
and, 
in 
fact, till our problems. The men who 
insist on doing things in the old way 
w ill be pushed to the rear.” 
The President said it used to be 
thought right to exploit the world, but 
now it was necessary to serve the 
world. "A m erica can lead the world if 
she will only see the w av,” he added 
He declared he knew how the fed­ 
eral reserve act and the trade com­ 
mission act were conceived and he 
knew they created a situation under 
which Am erican business men could 
succeed if able. 
M r W ilson said he knew* men who 
had on their shoulders “ m erely knots 
to keep them from raveling out.” 
They were, he declared, some such 
men in polities who kept working over 
old ideas.

The President declared he liked the* 
west because “ so many 
things 
are 
started here.” lie said the railroads 
had done tic* people of the west more 
m aterial good than spiritual good. 
“ I have been a student of history 
and 1 have 
noticed

are thrown off. 
“ There are rnanv things that make 
people believe the present 
time is 
tragical. But after all this w ar is go­ 
ing to help the I'nited States berauflfc 
it is making us a part of the world in­ 
stead of provincial.”
